If the tennis courts stay in 
their present position they 
should be raised six inches, the 
committee was told, The basic 
costs to demolish, add more 
gravel, and rebuild was 
estimated at $45,000.

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DiGregorio plans to increase TMHS attendance, decrease smoking 


by Debbi Michals 

High Schoo! Principal William 
DiGregorio is ready to initiate 
some tough plans to increase 
students’ gradually declining 
attendance levels. He met with 
the school committee on August 
24 to discuss this issue, as well 
as to outline some plans for 
smoking, alcohol, and drug 
information programs to help 
interested students eliminate 
these habits. 

Under DiGregorio’s at- 
tendance plan, students who are 
absent will be required to report 
to an assistant principal upon 
their return to school, The 
assistant principal will talk to 
the student about why he was 
absent to determine if the 
student missed school for a 
legitimate reason. If the ab- 
sence is determined to be for 
good causes, the student will be 
permitted to return to classes 
and make up all work m 

If the assistant principal 
decides that the absence was an 


illegal or illegitimate one, the 
student will automatically 
receive an in-house suspension 
and will not be allowed to make 
up any missed assignments or 
exams 

Once an absence is deter- 
mined to be a legitimate one, 
students will be given a pass to 
present to teachers so he can be 
readmitted to his classes. The 
pass will ensure that students 
don't avoid meeting with an 
assistant principal before 
returning to classes. Staff 
members will be instructed, he 
said, to contact the office if they 
see any students roaming the 
corridors without a pass or 
legitimate excuse 

According to DiGregorio, 
attendance drops radically on 
half day workshops. To prevent 
this from recurring in the up- 
coming school year, teachers 
will be instructed to give exams 
and begin new material on half 
days. Two exams will be given 
every half day in designated

DiGregorio said the old policy 
against smoking would have 
suspended or expelled all 
students caught smoking on 
school grounds. “Don't suspend 
(students) from education for a 
habit that is allowed in other 
areas of society,” he added 
After a long discussion, in 
cluding topics such as the dif- 
ficulty of enforcing a no- 
smoking policy and the fact that 
all students are now able to use 
the bathrooms without being 
barraged by smoke, the school 
committee decided to continue 
toallow students to smoke in the 
designated courtyard area only 
At Chairman Tom Cooke's 
suggestion, however, the school 
department wants some 
awareness programs initiated at 
the high school on smoking, 
alcohol, and drugs.

The best way to eliminate 
smoking is through education, 
DiGregorio explained, stating 
that the purpose of a school is to 
educate students, not to punish 
them for behavior that m: be 
acceptable in other areas of 
society. He is considering 
requiring students in the media 
classes to produce a vignette on 
the harmtulness of alcohol, 
cigarettes, or drugs. These films 


will be shown on the widescreen 
tv. located in the cafeteria 
during lunch hours. The high 
school principal and board 
members hope that these films 
will spur conversation on the 
subject between students and 
their peers 

DiGregorio also hopes to 
initiate voluntary in-school 
programs to help students quit 
the alcohol, cigarette, and drug 
habit

The quality of public 
education in Tewksbury has 


long been questioned, but with 
over 582 children leaving town 
schools in 1982-1983, the issue is 
even hotter than ever. 

‘There are many reasons why 
parents send their children to 
private schools, reasons that 
vary with every child. High 
School Principal William 
DiGregorio outlined several, 
including the fect that there are 
many Catholics in Tewksbury 
who may choose to send their 
children to private, parochial 
schools for academic training 
that may be accompanied by a 
strong moral and religious code. 
He also said that many parents 
feel students at private schools 
all have the same goals, which 
often include college. 

Many parents choose to send 
their children to private schools 
because of the allegedly more 
stringent discipline — there. 
Others have had personal ex- 
periences with the Tewksbury 
school system that have left 


them disenchanted with the 
town’s public schools, while 
other residents have been 


turned off to public education 
here because of isolated ex- 
periences or the past, not-so- 
good reputation of Tewksbury 
schools. 

For example, Maureen 
Conway took her children out of 
public schools because she was” 
dissatisfied with the level 
system al the junior and senior 
high schools. “If you're an 
average student,’ she ex- 
plained, “they will do nothing 
for you." 

Levels were first designed, 
she said, to teach students at 
paces that matched their 
ability; they were not supposed 
to be taught different material 
This is not the case, however, 
Conway said. The top level 
students, level one, are required 
to do a project for the annual 
science fair, whereas the 
average student who may be ina 
lower level is not. More work is 
given to the accelerated 
students and less is given to 
average students, she com- 
plained. She said she never 
understood why the average

students who really need to be

The last straw for her, 
however, was when her level one 
nephew had a required summer 
reading assignment, while her 
level three (under a five level 
stem) daughter did not 
was so thrilled about it,’’ Con- 
way added. “That's the part that 
bothered me the most. She 
should have been pushed more." 

According to DiGregorio, that 
summer required reading 
assignment has been discon: 
tinued, though students in all 
levels have been given an op- 
tional list of books they might 
read during the summer. 

In fairness to Tewksbury High 
School, parents should tour the 
school and review curriculum 
alternatives before choosing a 
school for their children. Since 
the construction of the addition 
to the high school, several new 
programs and courses have 
been added, many of which 
private schools can not finan 
cially afford to offer. Students of 
all levels and interests can find 
courses and programs to meet 
their needs and abilities. 

It is no lie that in past years 
Tewksbury High had little more 
than’ basic courses in all sub- 
cts to offer its students, Above 


the level system and ac- 
celerated or simple business 
courses, there was not much 


else available to students. Now 
however, all of that has 
changed. Students can take a 
media course, for example, that 
allows them to produce their 
own films to be aired to other 
students on a television in the 
cafeteria. All the equipment for 
the media course had been 
donated to the school trom a 
local cable station. 

The school now offers com 
puter programs in several 
computer languages, where 
previously it only offered a basic 
course. There are also programs 
in tood service, electronics, 
drafting, child care, and music, 
as well as the traditional, 
academic programs 
DiGregorio said he is pleased 
that now in several areas, his 
school can keep pace with 
Shawsheen Tech in providing 
career training for some pupils

The renovations to Tewksbury 
High School have made quite a 
change in the quality and 
diversity of the education 
available to students there. But 
even before these renoyations 
were made, Tewksbury High 
School was graduating quite an 
impressive group of students, 
many of whom went on to attend 
some of the best colleges and 
universities in this country 

Stil, there are valid reasons 
why parents are willing to spend 
as much as $2,400 a year to send 
their children to private schools, 
and quite a few of these reasons 
deal primarily with bad per- 
sonal experiences with the 
school system. 

Kathy Nelson, for example. 
lives in a section of Shawsheen 
Street that is constantly 
redistricted. One year, she 
explained, her children will 
attend the Shawsheen and Heath 
Brook Schools, and the next year 
they will be sent to the North 
Street School to balance the 
populations in those buildings. 
The constant moving, topped 
with the fact that teachers at the 
various schools tended to 
present similar topics in very 
different ways, forced her to 
finally take her children out of 
the Tewksbury school system 

Another mother, — who 
preferred not to be identified, 
said she was disillusioned by the 
constant complaints made by 
teachers about how difficult it is 
for them to discipline students. 
“My doctor, when he takes care 
of me, has to be in full con 
centration of his obligation to 
me,” she said. “When you are a 
school teacher, you have to be a 
professional. If they can't or 
don't know how to handle a 
child, they shouldn't be 
teaching. 

Despite all the complaints 
made by parents against the 
school system, none of their 
problems match those faced by 
Janet Tosto of Patten Road 

Tosto, mother of five, has sent 
at least four of her children to 
Tewksbury schools. Two

graduated from the high school 
and attend Providence College 
in Rhode Island and Purdue 
University in Indiana respec- 
lively. One son recently 
graduated from Shawsheen 
Tech and has enlisted with the 
U.S. Air Force, while another 
son still attends public schools. 
But her youngest, Christopher, 
9, only completed kindergarten 
at the Heath Brook School. Since 
then, he has been enrolled at St. 
Stanislaus in Lowell 

Her final decision to send 
Christoper to St. Stanislaus was 
the result of several factors. She 
said her two children who are in 
college had difficulty during 
their first years there because 
they hadn't developed any real 
study habits and could not write 
properly. She attributes this to 
the fact that they had little or no 
homework at Tewksbury 
schools that could even compare 
to what they would face when 
they got to college. 

Another big push for Tosto 
came when she heard one of her 
sons studying with a friend, One 
of the boys asked what “heresy” 
means, and the other one 
replied, “I don’t know. Look it 
up on the map. After looking at a 
map, the first one said, “There's 
a Hershey here, but no heresy,” 

“And I watched this,” Tosto 
explained, “and I thought, ‘This 
is the culmination of nine or te! 
years in Tewksbury schools 

The last straw for Tosto came 
when her youngest son’was put 
in the special needs 766 program 
at the Heath Brook Schoo! while 
he was still in kindergarten. She 
said she was told he had a 
learning disability because he 
couldn't pronounce the letter 

s and had difficulty using 
scissors 

I felt he was going to be pitch 
and hold always (in the school 
system), but I knew my son, and 
I knew he was intelligent.” 

The public schools wanted him 
to stay in 766 even if he went on 
to private school, but Tosto and 
her husband were against it 
When Christopher got to St 
Stanislaus, a nun there worked 
with him, and now he no longer 
has any learning problems. 
Tosto said he always brings 
home A's and B's. / 

“If kept him in public school, 


he would still be in 766 and never 


funded, they -have to have so 
many students. AS 

Ata final meeting with pul 
school officials, Tosto said she 
knew she made the right 
decision. Some of the ad- 
ministrators were seriously 
trying to convince her and her 
husband to keep their son in the 
766 program at St. Stanislaus, 
and when they refused, someone 
said, “Put on his record that his 
parents refuse to help him."* She 
said she was totally disen 
chanted with the school system 
once that remark was made 

Now, Tosto is bitter about 
public education. “He'll never 
see a public school,” she said 
about Christopher, “even if I 
have to wash windows at the 
John Hancock Tower, and that's 
saying a lot because I’m afraid 
ot heights,” 

Despite all of this, private 
school officials don’t claim that 
their schools offer any programs 
that not be found in public 
schools. One of the few big 
differences in a private school, 
said Sister Theresa Forest of St 
Joseph's High School in Lowell, 
is the parents. 

“Parents, since they are 
paying to send their children to 
school, cooperate more. A 
majority of the parents are very 
interested (in their children’s 
education),"’ she said 

According to DiGregorio, 
parental involvement is one of 
the key problems he faces at 
Tewksbury High. “If parents 
supervise their child, know 
where he is at all times, develop

a moral code, and are interested 
in his education, then there is no 
difference between private or 
public schoo! students."’ 

Parents who send their 
children to private school are 
not only paying for that 
education, but they are paying 
for it twice. First, and most 
obviously, they pay tuition and 
book fees. Students at private 
schools almost always have to 
buy their own books 

Second, and most im- 
portantly, they are paying 
through their tax rate for a 
public school education that 
their child is entitled to but 
never receives. According to the 
town assessor's office, 
homeowners are assessed $20.90 
for every $1,C00 that their home 
and property are evaluated for. 
Over 50 percent of that money 
goes to fund public schools. A 
person whose house and 
property is valued at $50,000, for 
example, pays approximately 
$1,100 per year in property taxes 
to the town, over $550 of which is 
used for education. And legally, 
whether a resident has children 
or not, or-whether his children 
attend town schools or not, he 
must pay those taxes 

Of course, it costs con- 
siderably more than $550 to 
educate every public school 
student, In many cases it costs 
more than double the tuition 
paid by parents for private 
schools. It will cost ap- 
proximately $2,400 to educate 
each student during the 1983- 
1984 school year, a figure that 
includes the cost of heating, 
electricity, teachers, and 
supplies, according to John 
Ryan, assistant superintendent 
for business for Tewksbury 
schools. Tuition at St, Joseph's 
High School is only $825 per 
student, plus an average of $50 
per pupil for books. The tuition 
money at private schools almost 
always makes up the majority of 
funding at those institutions 

According to Ryan, there will 
be approximately 4,300 students 
in Tewksbury schools during the 
upcoming school year. It will 
cost the school department 
$202,080 to bus children out of 
town’ to private schools, a ser 
vice the Tewksbury School 
Committee has been providing 
for years, No other area towns 
provide busing for private 
seboal students. If, homevor, the 
582 students who attend private 
schools came back to public 
schools, the cost to the school 
system would be approximately 
$2,396,800 to educate them, 
based on Ryan's estimated 
$2,400 per student figure 

A major advantage to private 
education can be found in their 
college placement records. 
Sister Theresa Forest said St. 
Joseph's places 60 percent of 
their students in colleges, which 
is 100 percent of their total 
student population who are 
interested in college: Father 
Thomas Kenny of Austin Prep, a 
school with a tuition fee of $2,475 
per year, boasts a 97-98 percent 
placement rate. 

Of course, students have to 
pass entrance exams to get into 
these private high schools in the 
first place. Since they are 
labeled college preparatory 
schools, they admit gply those 
students who are academically 
able to handle their highly 
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scholastic curriculum. 

Tewksbury High School's 
college placement rate is not one 
to scoff at. In fact, it is basically 
the same as the one St, Joseph's 
holds. “Do you rate a school on 
college palcement or on how 
meets the goals of students” 
DiGregorio asked. ‘'Not all 
students have a goal to go on to 
college. Tewksbury High School 
(unlike private schools) is a 
comprehensive high schoo! with 
a student population that 
reflects all aspects of our 
community and all career, 
vocational goals, so we must 
offer all things as best we can to 
all students who have those 
goals."” 

Finally, a big issue of con- 
tention in the private vs. public 
education controversy centers 
on discipline. Private schools 
have been credited with having 
better and more stringent 
discipline. Nobody denies that 
this reputation is valid, but it is 
important to examine the 
reasons why private schools 
have a better disciplined student 
body 

First of all, as DiGregorio 
points out and private school 
officials don't. deny, any 
recurring disciplinary problems 
at a, private school are 
remanded back to public school 
In other words, private schools 
have the luxury of expelling or 
removing problem students 
Public schools, on the other 
hand, are legally liable to 
provide education to all students 
and can not deny a student an 
education because he may have 
a behavior problem 

Since private schools can 
eliminate their discipline 
problems, they have none 
‘These problems get passed on to 
public schools, “Public schools 
too,"’ said DiGregorio, eflect 
the community at large, and if 
there are problems in town, they 
are reflected in the schools 

“Students whose parents 
almost always know where they 
are and what they are doing 
have much better conduct in 
school and are much less likely 
to be delinquent out of school,’ 
he added, quoting a November 
1982 study on education. 

‘The issue of private vs. public 
education 1s a complex one. 
since both types of education 
have their strong and weak 
pints, -Petvate’ education, for 
éxample, isolates children from 


seeing the whole spectrum ot

To many, this action “writes 30” to just another company name in our 
industry. We think not. The Photon name represents both people and pro- 
ducts that have made lasting and significant contributions to the typeset: 


ting industry. 


Historically, the first phototypesetter was Harris-Intertype’s Fotosetter, 
which was simply a modified hot metal machine. It had minor commercial 


acceptance. 


The first commercial phototypesetter was brought to market by Photon 
in the mid-1950's. It was based on 1944 inventions of two French engineers, 
Rene Higgonet and Louis Moyroud. Their concept provided for character 
selection from a spinning disk font by timed firing of a xenon flash lamp. 
In 1948, these two combined forces with William Garth, who was affiliated 
with Lithomat Sales of Cambridge, MA. Together the three were instru: 
mental in the establishment of the Graphic Arts Research Foundation 
(GARF). It’s goal was to develop the Higgonet-Moyroud Typesetter. In 
1952, Photon, Inc. was established in Wilmington, MA to manufacture and 
market what can really be termed the first “second generation" 


phototypesetter. 


A succession of significant products followed: Photon 100 ('54); 200A 
('56); 500 Series (59); Zip ('63); 560 ('63); 713 ('64); AM 725 ('68), which was 
designed and made for AM by Photon; the Pacesetter Series (’71); and the 
Econosetter ('75). Photon also marketed a digitized CRT typesetter origi- 
nated by Alphanumeric; it was sold by Photon as the 7000 CRT, and by 
Autologic, as the APS-4 

Significant, too, is Photon’s development of both a domestic and interna- 
tional library of typefaces designed specifically for photocomposition. In 
the 50's and 60's their photocomp library was the largest and strongest in 


the industry 


In April 1975, Dymo Industries bought the assets of Photon and con- 
tinued to market the Pacesetter/Econosetter lines under the Dymo Graphic 
System's name. Soon after the acquisition, Dymo introduced the Dymo 
Laser Composer, which was under prior development by Photon — another 
first in the industry, although it bombed. Dymo has since been sold to 
Essellte AB and then Itek.

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‘For want of a visa, babies were lost’.

There is a nursery rhyme that 


For want of a nail the shoe was 
lost, 

For want of a shoe the horse 
was lost, 

For want of a horse the rider 
was lost, 

For want of a rider the battle 
was lost, 

For want of a battle the 
kingdom was lost, 

And all for the want of a hor- 
shoe nail. 


Now substitute for the shoe, the 
horse, the rider, and the battle, 
“visa,” “director,” ‘‘adoption 
agency,’ and “‘babies."” Because 
for want of a visa, an American 
woman heading an adoption 
agency in the state of West 
Bengal, India, may have to leave 
her job, and on that job hang the 
futures of many destitute Indian 
‘children. That agency is the In- 
ternational Mission of Hope 
(IMH) and it is located in 
Calcutta — dubiously 
distinguished as the world’s 
dirtiest city. 

The scenario is one Christa and 
Elliot Brown of Burlington hope 
won't come about, and one they 
are working hard to prevent

Indian girls — Laurel, 6, and 
Kirsten, 3 — the Browns expect 
newborn Nathaniel to arrive from 
IMH within a few weeks. Through 
their association with IMH for 
Nathaniel’s adoption, the Browns 
learned of the plight of its 
director, Cherie Clark-Prakash. 


TRANSMIGRATION OF SOULS 


From an American per- 
spective, adoption seems a good 
and natural partial solution to 
dealing with India’s many 
abandoned babies and children, 
the Browns point out. Indians, 
however, don’t all see it that way. 
For one reason, their Hindu 
religion teaches that while a 
person may now be living in the 
basest of circumstances, in a 
future life he or she, as part of the 
“transmigration of souls,"’ can 
hope for something better. 
Furthermore, so bad is the 
poverty in places in India that 
adults often will organize bands of 
waifs, perhaps maimed so that 
they appear even more pathetic, 
to beg for them. “It can be 
politically hazardous to be in 
favor of adoption agencies in 
India,” Elliot Brown says 

It is in such a milieu that Mrs. 
Clark-Prakash's IMH has been 
struggling to operate since 
August, 1977, And it has been 


doing splendidly. With no steady 
source of funding and relying only 
on donations and fees paid by 
adoptive parents (about $2,000 
per child) IMH has built up the 
best neo-natal care facility in 
Calcutta. Its staff of about 70 
cares for the 40 to 45 infants 
usually in IMH’s care. Each year, 
IMH places about 150 babies with 
families in the U.S. Since 1978, it 
has sent 26 babies to 
Massachusetts. Christa Brown 
notes that in 1978, the year in 
which they adopted their older 
daughter (from another agency), 
only 175 children came to the 
entire U. S. from all agencies in 
India. 


‘The babies IMH works with are 
the most helpless and desitute of 
Calcutta, a letter the Browns 
received points out. Babies are 
born under the most im- 
poverished circumstances, with 
deliveries unhygienic and often 
the result of labor induced in the 
seventh or eighth month of the 
mother's pregnancy. The babies 
may spend up to 24 hours of life 
unfed and undressed before IMH 
receives them. Since Indians do 
not abandon their children with 
the frequency that is found in 
Oriental countries, a child who 
comes to IMH does so under the 
most drastic of family cir- 
cumstances. Abandoned almost 
immediately after birth, rarely

“BABIES SOLD” 


In August, 1982 IMH suffered a 
terrible setback. For reasons still 
unclear, except perhaps for 
sensationalism, a British 
newspaper called The London 
Mail on Sunday (similar to The 
Enquirer or The Star in the U.S.), 
came out with a story under the 
headline, “Calcutta Babies Sold 
in U.S.A." Beneath a photo of 
IMH, the article went on to accuse 
the agency of taking babies from 
Calcutta slums and selling them

A reader from Wakefield who 
travels to and from work in 
Boston via Rtes. 128 and 93 each 
day recently made the following 
observations:

in the U.S. The Associated Press 
then picked up the story. 

An inquiry into the matter was 
immediately begun by India’s 
Supreme Court, whilé at the same 
time IMH brought suit against the 
parent company of the Mail and 
against AP. About six weeks after 
the initial iccusation, it was 
announced on the floor of 
Parliament in India that IMH had 
been absolved of charges. IMH’s 
integrity was also backed up by a 
letter of support from U.S. Am 
bassador to India Henry G 
Barnes, Jr. and, later, by one of 
the American General Counsul in 
Calcutta, George F. Sherman. 

In mid October, 1982, however, 
Mrs. Clark-Prakash as sud: 
denly informed that she had 72 
hours in which to leave the 
country. In India on a tourist visa, 
she has never been able to obtain 
a permanent residency visa. West 
Bengal, the only communist state 
in an otherwise democratic India, 
is vehemently against the U.S. 
and thus will not, on principle, 
grant the document. The 
disproven scandal offers the 
government a convenient excuse 
for its stance. A slew of cables 
from families like the Browns, 
sent directly to India’s Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi last 
October, resulted at that time ina 
temporary stay for Mrs. Clark- 
Prakash from the regional High 
Court in Calcutta. 

But it is only on this tenuous 
basis, really at the whim of a 
single judge, that Mrs. Clark 
Prakash has been staying in India 
for the past 10 months. And this is 
why the Browns are once again 
doing their part in the greater 
Burlington area. They figure Mrs. 
Clark-Prakash has until this 
coming autumn to obtain a per- 
manent visa, at which time whe 
will have to leave once and for all 


With her would go considerable 
exper:ence (no one currently is in 
line to succeed her), needed 
continuity, and invaluable Indian 
and international contacts. 


APPEAL TO CENTRAL 
GOVERNMENT 


Given West Bengal's antipathy 
toward the U.S., the Browns 
explain, the one avenue to pursue 
for granting of the visa is an 
appeal to India's Central 
Government in New Delhi, which 
could supercede the West Bengal 
state government. 

So, all across the U.S., friends 
of the Indian community and of 
IMH have been writing to West 
Bengal’s Chief Minister and its 


Home Secretary, to the Under- 
Secretary of the Americas 
Division of the External Affairs 
Ministry in New Delhi, to Indira 
Gandhi, and to the Indian am- 
bassador to the U.S. — key people 
in the approval-granting process. 
Supporters also have written to 
their respective U.S. senators. 
The Browns estimate they have 
solicited about 50 letter-writers 
themselves; perhaps several 
hundred more letter-writers have 
joined in nationwide. 

And what would it matter if one 
small adoption agency amidst 
India's thousands of poor went 
under? As Elliot Brown says, 
“Nothing more than that x 
number of kids would die or enter 
the demi-monde of begging and 
illness."’ Or, as IMH's literature 
puts ft, “No one can put a price 
tag on a human life. There is so 
much perfection in a newborn 
child, no matter where he or she 
comes from."””

Career schools grow 


Thousands of students each 
year are demanding training for

And, many of them are 
turning to private career schools 
to learn the skills that are in 
demand. 

Over one million students 
enrolled in private career schools 
in 1982. At the same time, the 
National Association of Trade and 
Technical Schools, which 
represents accredited post- 
secondary schools, reports 
enrollments up nearly 15 percent. 

“There arg\probably over 100 
different £6: why our in- 
dustry is enjoythg such a great 
influx of students,” said Mike 
Freedland, president of NATTS.

Today many individuals, in- 
cluding college graduates, have 
difficulty finding job  op- 
portunities because they lack the 
job skills employers want. For 
many others, however, changes 
in technology, product demands, 
demographics and a variety of 
other economic factors have 
brought great prosperity.

Accreditation means 
the school has passed a thorough 
examination of its educational 
quality, teaching ability, and 
administrative integrity by an 
accrediting agency recognized by 
the U.S. Department of 
Education. STATE LICENSING 

Is the school licensed by the 
state? Most states require 
licensing and a notice should 
appear in the school’s catalog. 
FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT 
— Are the facilities well main- 
tained? How old are they? Is the 
equipment in the school actively 
used in today's job market? 
HANDS—ON TRAINING Is 
there a lab or shop that can 
provide “hands-on” experience 
with the tools of your trade? How 
much time is alloted for such 
training? PLACEMENT Does 
the school help its graduates find 
jobs? COST — How much money 
for how much training? Does the 
cost of tuition include all the 
necessary supplies and support 
materials which are required to 
train for this career?

Close to 70 million workers in 
the U.S. have experienced at least 
one episode of severe and 
prolonged back pain in their lives. 
After the first back injury, a 
person is five times as likely to 
have a second injury. A planned 
program of education, treatment 
and exercise for the affected work 
force can significantly decrease 
the incidence of back pain, says 
Sandra Fitzler, of Woburn, oc- 
cupational health nurse at 
Beverly Hospital.

According to Fitzler, a former 
Winchester resident, 
management support of such a 
program in the work environment 
is vital to its success. 

In 1980, while working in oc- 
cupational health at the Biltrite 
Corp. in Chelsea, Fitzler 
developed and instituted the 
“Chelsea Back Program’ to help 
contro! industrial back injury and 
alleviate back pain among the 
Biltrite employees. 

The program had dramatic 
results in decreasing frequency 
rate of back injury and in reduced 
worker’s compensation costs. 

These findings were reported 
recently in the July 1983 issue of 
Occupational Health and Safety 
in an article co-authored by 
Fitzler with Richard A, Berger, 
CSP, corporate manager at 
Dennison Manufacturing Co. in 
Framingham. 

“Therearé three significant 
parts to this type of back program 
in the work site,” says Fitzler, 
who plans to incorporate these 
principles into Beverly Hospital's 
program.

Bald Eagle restoration 
begins second year

With the arrival of four baby 
bald eagles from Manitoba, 
Canada, a project designed to 
restore this American symbol to 
the State of Massachusetts enters 
its second year. The goal of the 
Eagle Restoration Project is to 
ensure the successful return of 
these proud birds as a breeding 
species in the Commonwealth 

The project represents a 
cooperative agreement between 
the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society and the Massachuetts 
Division of Fisheries and Wildlife 
Funding for two years of the five- 
year project has been provided by 
Bank of Boston, which has used 
the eagle as its corporate symbol 
for nearly 200 years. 

According to Project Leader 
Jack Swedberg of the Mass. 
Division of Fisheries and Wildlife, 
the restoration project is based on 
experience indicating that eagles 
return to breed at the site where 
they were nurtured. Swedberg 
and his associates will place the 
baby eagles in an artificial nest, 
or ‘hacking tower,’’ in a 
wilderness area at Quabbin 
Reservation in central 
Massachusetts. Toward the end of 
the summer, when sufficiently 
mature, the eagles will be 


released. Prior to release they 
will have tags and small tran- 
smitters put in place to make 
identification and tracking 
easier. If all goes well, the eaglets 
should return to the Quabbin area 
to breed in about five years. 

As with last year’s project, the 
eaglets will be attended around 
the clock by graduate student 
David Nelson, who will live at the 
Quabbin site. Although never 
seen by the birds, Nelson will feed 
them and observe their behavior 
through a one-way glass wall in 
the hacking tower. 

A media day will be held later 
this summer to provide reporters 
with a chance to observe the 
eaglets and find out more about 
this unique project. In addition, 
filmmaker Chris Knight, 
renowned for his documentary, 
“American Challenge,"’ is 
recording this summer's events 
as part of a documentary film on 
the bald eagle project. This film is 
being made possible, in part, 
through funding from Bank of 
Boston.
